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SUBJECT: ILO PLANS EOR SECRETARY DUNLOP 

1. IN CONVERSATION WITH LABOR ATTACHE MAY 13, MINISTER 
OE LABOR MOSHE BARAM STATED THAT HE WAS THINKING 
ABOUT ATTENDING THE ILO CONEERENCE, IN WHICH CASE HE 
WOULD ASK TH GENERAL SECRETARY OE HISTADRUT, YERUHAM 
MESHEL, ANDTHE PRESIDENT OE THE ISRAEL MANUEACTURE'S 
ASSOCIATIONS, MAR MOSEVICS, TO ALSO ATTEND. 

2. HOWEVER, ANY EINAL DECISION MAY BE CONTINGENT ON 
WHETHR OR NOT US LABOR SECRETARY DUNLOP ATTENDS. BARAM 
ASKED IF LABOR ATTACH COULD PELASE EIND OUT SECRETARY 
DUNLOP'S PLANS. 

3. EMBASSY WOULD APRECAITE RECEIVING SOONEST ANY INEOR- 
MATION WE CAN PASS TO LABOR MINISTRY, EVEN ON INTERIM 
BASIS, ON SECRETARY DUNLOP'S PLANS TO ATTEND ILO CONEERENCE. 

4. IE BARAM ATTENDS IL CONEERENCE, HE MAY ALSO ACCEPT 
LONG-STANDING INVITATIONS FROM SEVERAL EUROPEAN LABOR 
MINISTERS, INCLUDING WEST GERMAN, TO VISIT THEIR GENTRIES. 

5. BARAM ALSO MENTIONED THAT HE HEARD THAT AEL-CIO 
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PRESIDENT GERGE MENAY UNLIKELY TO ATTEND ILO CONEERENCE, 
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BUT ASKED IF WE COULD CONFIRM. 
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
